MONTREAL (BUP)—A tug-| 
boat capsized and sank in the 
bustling Montréal harbor while

Four others swam from the 
sinking tug and were picked 
up by a harbor boat 

Police said the tow rope 
linking the tugboat John Pratt 
with the 12,000-ton Swedish 
freighter Nyland suddenly 
snapped and the smaller vessel 
tipped ovér. It sank within 
minutes 

Listeti as missing were Capt 
Zotique Bibeau of Montreal, 
the John Pratt's skipper; 
Jeanne Lamy, the tug’s woman 
cook; John Mare Morin, a 
deckhand, and ‘Laurent La 
forest, a fireman 

The accident. temporarily 
halted movement of some ships 
in the recently opened 
Lawrence River harbor 
including one ocean liner. 

The mishap was similar to 
one in Halifax recently when 
the aircraft carrier Magnifi 
cent pulled over a_ tugboat 
with | the loss of two lives.
